h as been developing for over a y ear 
and a h alf, th e coal companies are 
$18,9 00,000 rich er th an 
wh en 
th e 
curtain went up, and th e sh ow is* not 
h alf over, ex perts tlaim. 


Th e entire situation grew out of a 
de-ire 
of 
conservationists 
and 
oth ers to give Pennsy lvania ample 
doses of gold dollars to offset th e 
pain of seeing one of h er principal 
natural resources, anth racite coal— 
carted off to oth er states, to 
keep 
th eir enterprises going, wh ile 
th is 
¡state got only th e price of th e coal 
and a residue of moth er earth “good 
for noth ing a lte r th e coal was taken 
out.” So in 19 13 ;t law was enacted 
putting a tax of 21 percent of th e 
value of h ard eoal at th e mines. Th is 
was a levy of ten cents a ton. 
H alf 
ot th e tax so collected was to be re­ 
turned to th e counties wh erein th e 
« •« ail was mined. 
Ex perts claim th at 
80 j» er cent, of anth racite mined in 
Pennsy lvania is sh ipped into oth er 
states. 
It was figured by th e Auditor Gen- 
eral th at th e statute would bring in 
between four and five million of dol­ 
lars revenue a y ear. 
Th e measure, 
was effective July 1, 19 13 and state 
officials figured th at $2,300,000 was 
owing to th e state Jan. 1, 19 14. 
Th e 
coal companies immediately institut­ 
ed a te-t suit against th e constitu­ 
tionality of th e act, claiming it was 
invalid because it was special legis­ 
lation, soft 
coal 
being 
ex empted 
from th e provision of th e law. 
A f­ 
ter about $20,000 h as been paid into 
th e state treasury by th e coal oper­ 
ators th ey decided to 
discontinue 
furth er pay ments until th e consti­ 
tutionality of th e act was settled. 


However, th e coal operators h ave 
been collecting th e tax assiduously . 
According to ex perts, th e companies 
h ave been levy ing twenty -five cents 
a ton ex tra on anth racite in order to 
“defray th e additional cost of meet­ 
ing th e statute’s provisions.”

Under the heading of “A Denv er 
Melange, or a Potpou rri of Ou t-of- 
tbe-Ordinaries,” which appeared in 
the Daily Repu blican Iasi 
Ju ly , 
I 
mentioned some of the things 
ob­ 
serv ed here in Denv er which 
are 
characteristic of the city . 
I 
now 
hav e a few more observ ations to add 
to the former list. 
Recently J saw the strange spec­ 
tacle of the city sprinkler springling 
the street to lay the du st, while on 
he sou th side of the street (on the 
nortli side of the bu ildings) lay a 
tw o-foot 
bank of snow and ice. 
At 
another place, where there was a 
gas pipe railing, a streak of snow 
abou t the same thickess as the gas 
>ipe. 
At another place 
a 
woman 
was in the habit of hanging u p daily 
washings. 
In 
the 
shade of 
this 
washing the snow and ice remained 
long alter it had disappeared else­ 
where. In Colorado it is alway s cool 
in the shade, and long after the ice 
and snow* has melted where the su n 
strikes* it remains in the shade. 
The sy stem of deliv ering gooib 
here by the merchants is somewhat 
different from what 1 hav e seen else­ 
where. 
Boy s on bicy cles are em­ 
ploy ed to a great ex tent. 
They are 
prov ided with a dou ble canv as sack 
with a hole between the receptacle 
throu gh which they slip their head. 
P art of the load rests on their hacks 
and the other part on their breasts. 
They 
can 
constantly 
he 
seen 
throu ghou t 
the 
city , sometimes 
carry ing 
tremendou s 
loads. 
Of 
cou rse au tomobiles and 
other 
de­ 
liv ery wagons are also u sed, 
hu t 
the boy on the wheel is a featu re. 
The Greek shoe shiners, who hav e 
inv aded the field all ov er the United 
Su ites, are threatened with seriou s 
competition. 
Here 
in Denv er 
a 
“Ladies* Shoe Shining Parlor” has 
been opened where good-looking girls 
do the shining for 5 cents. “Madge’s 
Shoe Shining Parlor” reads the sign 
ov er the establishment, and “Hav e 
y ou r shined by the girls’’ reads their 
adv ertisement. 
Since liv ing in Denv er, I hav e of­ 
ten seen cou ples walking throu gh the 
bu siness 
streets “holding 
hands.” 
Not alone y ou ng cou ples, 
bu t 
old 
cou ples as well. 
If this cu stom of 
“holding 
hands” 
and 
walking 
throu gh the streets is in v ogu e in 
other cities where 1 
hav e 
been, 
I 
mu st hav e been bind— 1 nev er saw 
it u ntil I came to Denv er. 
The practice 
of 
making 
“short 
cu ts” across lots and across the in­ 
tersections of streets, is q u ite no­ 
ticeable here. 
Denv er has a great 
many v acant lots which grow a pro­ 
fu sion of Ru ssian thistles 
du ring, 
the su mmer. Most of these lots hav e 
a path diagonally across them to 
make a short cu t. 
Most cities hav e 
traffic regu lations which req u ire that 
pedestrians cross the street sq u are­ 
ly arou nd the corner. 
Bu t not so in 
Denv er. 
Cu tting diagonally 
across 
the intersection is q u ite common. 
The mov ing of hou sehold goods in 
immense v ans is q u ite a bu siness in 
Denv er, and sev eral large concerns 
make it their bu siness to mov e, store 
or ship hou sehold 
goods. 
This is 
becau se Denv er is a tou rist 
town 
and' a health resort with a 
large 
transient popu lation. 
On 
this 
ac­ 
cou nt there is a great deal of mov ing 
in and ou t, and the storing of goods 
is also q u ite an ex tensiv e 
bu siness. 
Each company in this bu siness has 
large 
storage 
warehou ses. 
The 
mov ing v ans are u su ally drawn by 
three heav y draft 
horses 
abreast, 
bu t one company now has a three- 
wheeled heav y au to tru ck, u nder the 
v an in place of the front wheels. 
The newspaper v enders in Den­ 
v er are of all classes and 
sizes— 
from the small boy to the strong and 
hu sky y ou q g man and the old men 
and cripples. 
Besides these, y ou ng 
girls, middle-aged and old 
women 
regu larly stand on the street cor­ 
ners selling papers. 
Denv er has two 
leading papers— the Post (afternoon 
paper) and the News (morning pa­ 
per) which pu blishes an afternoon 
edition u nder 
the 
name 
of 
The 
Times. 
The price of each paper is 
two cents. 
Bu t the same news v en­ 
ders handle papers on 
the 
streets 
and sell the two “for a niekle.” (One 
cent ex tra profit.) 
I nev er before s r w a man’s b u s i­ 


ness adv ertised on his tombstone u n­ 
til I v isited “ Fairmou nt” cemetery , 
near Denv er, last 
week. 
On 
the 
main bu siness street in Denv er (10th 
street) is located the “Pell Fish and 
Oy ster Hou se,” and on 
the 
Pell 
cemetery lot stands a shaft 8 feet 
high with the name “Pell” in large 
letters and u nderneath two big fish 
carv ed in relief. 
While Denv er may he a little dif­ 
ferent from most other cities, in the 
main it has some things 
common 
with all American cities. 
It has its 
periodical 
“moral 
spasms.” 
A 
pasrn” started two or three weeks 
ago, and it may be only a prelimin­ 
ary political mov e on the part of 
the police department 
before 
the 
spring election, 
which 
takes place 
nex t month. 
Denv er has a commis­ 
sion form of gov ernment. 
By the way , I hav e mentioned in 
some of my former 
articles 
that 
Denv er (and Colorado, too) was ov ­ 
er-reformed. 
Denv er is now threat­ 
ened with a petition to 
adopt 
an 
amendment to introdu ce the Henry 
George single tax sy stem of tax a­ 
tion. 
A recent editorial in one of 
Denv er’s papers, u nder the heading 
“Deliv er u s from professional refor­ 
mers,” say s: “A coterie of profes­ 
sional reformers that has been u sing 
Denv er as an ex periment station for 
a nu mber of y ears is ou t again in it 
spring attire for more amendments 
to a v ery mu ch amended city char­ 
ter, inclu ding a. single-tax prov is­ 
ion” 


The other day after the 
German 
cru iser Prinz Eitel Friedrich was in­ 
terned, the paper had this editoria 
“ If 
ou r 
professional 
reforming 
friends in Denv er are wise, they will 
follow the ex ample of the German 
captain and go u nder cov er, remov e 
their sirens and their foghorns and 
keep q u iet to sav e going into 
the* 
port of 
jinissing 
politicians. 
The 
people are not in a mood this y erfr 
for foolishness. 
Nex t month they 
will be bu sy receiv ing and entertain­ 
ing hosts of trav elers from the East. 
The less agitation the better. Den­ 
v er has had its fill of ex periments; 
it wants time to attend to bu siness. 
Single 
tax es, 
reactionaries, 
v is­ 
ionaries, agitators, please take no­ 
tice!” 


Bu siness men, real 
estate 
men 
tax pay ers and others are organiz­ 
ing against the single tax mov ement. 
The people are abou t getting tired 
of being reformed. 
I noticed in a recent issu e of the 
Daily Repu blican that a y ou ng lady 
from near Ru shv ilie came to Denv er 
to get married, and that the groom 
had a farm near Au lt, Colorado. The 
latter is a mistake. 
There 
is 
no 
su ch a thing as a “farm” in Colora­ 
do. 
They are 
called 
“ranches!” 
These “ranches” are in size from 
one acre to 5000 acres or ev en the 
size of a wlioe township. 
Whenev er 
I hear people taking abou t “ranch­ 
es” it sou nds to me like a joke. 
When y ou see a ranch owner y ou 
are not su re whether he is a prince 
or a pau per. A 5000 acre ranch own- 
er may not he as well off as a Ru sh 
cou nty farmer with 8 0 cores of land. 
And this reminds me of the weath­ 
er. 
The Colorado boosters 
claim 
.'105 day s of 
su nshine 
du ring 
the 
y ear. 
Bu t last y ear it 
rained 
so 
mu ch in Colorado that the “dry ” 
farmer had a record crop. 
The fact 
is, the “dry ” farmer in Colorado had 
as mu ch rain, if not more, than the 
“ wet” farmer in Indiana last y ear. 
This spring it is starting ou t with a 
great many clou dy day s and consid­ 
erable rain. 
The Colorado 
people 
relu ctantly admit that their climate 
has changed, and that there 
is a 
mu ch heav ier rainfall than 
y ears 
ago. 
A few weeks ago I stated in one of 
my articles that a clergy man in Den­ 
v er was so strongly English that he 
sent his wife to England whenev er a 
v isit from the stork was ex pected, 
so that ev en his children might be 
born English su bjects. 
Two weeks 
ago the Denv er Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce 
(who 
adv ocate 
“Patronize 
Home Indu stry ”,) sent this clergy ­ 
man a letter praising Colorado and 
Denv er made goods, and the letter 
contained the following paragraph: 
“You stand in the ey es of many 
people of Denv er as the chief ex pon-

fa 
fir su pplies awav from home. 
In 
ct, it has been said this cu stom 
ith y ou ex tends bey ond the borders 
f the I nited States and that ev en 
the maid who serv es at y ou r table is 
imported from England.” 


To this charge that he bou ght his 
goods in England, the clergy man im­ 
pu dently answered throu gh the pa- 
oers: 


“ I bu y ev ery thing I need in Don­ 
er ex cept my clerical clothes (he 
wears no others.) 
These I bu y from 
, tailor in London, ju st 
beca use [

annot get them made right here. 
I 
tav e been bu y ing my clothes from 
the London 
tailor 
for 
45 
y ears 
and 1 shall continu e to do so u ntil 
go." 


The American tailors arc ev ident- 
y not good enou gh to make clothes 
for an » Englishman.

claims shall be tiled within ten days 


after such stock or fowls are killed j 
or injured. 
Trustees 
are 
notified 
that claims filed after the expiration 
of the ten days’ period are not legal 
and must 
he rejected.

stated in the letter from the state 
board of accounts that the 
claims 
must be actually filed 
under 
oath 
within that time and that notifica­ 
tion over the telephone or by the 
letter will not suffice.

Another interesting feature of the 


letter is that a claiin cannot he tiled 
for the death of stock resulting from 
hydrophobia as it does not develop 
in less than fourteen days. By that 
time, it is pointed out, the time tor 
filing the claim would have expired. 


The letter is as follows: 
"To All Township Trustees:—_ 
"This department begs to submit 


the following on the matter of pay- 
ing claims .from the dog fund as pro- 
vided by sections 32<i9 and 3270, 
Burns' R. S., 1914: 


"1. Claims against this fund must 


show that the stock
